TO COLONIZE BRA ZIL. 


A C orporation F orm ed 
to E ncourage 
F oreign Im m ig ratio n . 
W a s h in g t o n , December 25th.—The Bu­ 
reau of American Republic has received 
information of the organization of a cor­ 
poration iu Brazil nnder the name of tbe 
’’Companhia nova era R ural do Brazil,” 
with a capital of $25,000,000, a large part of 
which has been furnished by bankers and 
merchants of Europe. The object is to es­ 
tablish twenty agricultural settlements 
upon public lauds in Brazil, which are 
given free of cost by the Government to aid 
the enterprise; to construct linea of railway 
for placing these settlements in comm uni­ 
cation with each other and their markets; 
to carry out engineering works, mining op­ 
erations and the manufacture of sugar, 
bricks, tiles, lime and other articles for ex­ 
port, as well as for local consumption. 
The company proposes to select thou­ 
sands of families in Europe, consisting of 
skilled agriculturists aud " mechanics, and 
to transport them to Brazil, where houses 
will be prepared for their occupancy, and 
tool8 and implements furnished for their 
use. These colonists will be divided into 
villages and scattered over the estate as a 
nucleus for im migrants to be brought there 
later. 
■ T he Federal and several State Govern­ 
ments of Brazil have offered guaranty of 
5 per cent, interest on one-third of the 
capital invested in the enterprise. 
An expedition was some time ago sent 
by an agent of the Government up the 
Parana river to explore what is known 
as the ‘‘Gran Chace,” a tract of country 
in tbe northern part of the Argentine Re­ 
public, as unknown as the interior of 
Africa. The expedition has returned, hav­ 
ing traveled some 4,000 miles, and reports 
that the “Gran Chace,” which was sup­ 
posed to be a sort of swamp, is, on the 
contrary, a land of much promise, the cli­ 
mate beiug mild and healthy, and the soil 
rich and dry. Maize, corn and sugar-cane 
there attain enormous size, and there is 
much valuable timber.

D EA TH O F G. W . TILGHM AN. 


T he 8ecreto ry ot th e S tate H arb o r Com ­ 
m issioners P asses A w ay.

N ew Y o rk , December 25:h.—Concerning 
the letter of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Lim a Congress to the Peruvian Ministry, 
urging an extension of the facilities of the 
Pacific Mail Company, Jam es B. Houston, 
Vice-President and General Manr.ger of 
tbe company says: “ There is some mis­ 
apprehension on the score of time required 
for our voyages from New York to Colon. 
The Lim a merchants ask that the tim e be 
shortened to eight days. As a m atter of 
fact, our steamers never make a ran in 
more than seven days and a half, while in 
the last three m onths some voyages have 
been made in six days. On this point, 
therefore, we are asked to m ake the voyage 
really longer than the present schedules, 
and I fancy there is a mistake somewhere. 
If we make the num ber of voyages four 
each m onth from New York, we would 
have to have a complimentary service on 
the Pacific side between San Francisco tn d 
Panam a. To do this would require the 
adding of two more steamers to the Pacific 
route. We would be glad to increase the 
num ber of voyages if the business were 
profitable, or if we could see that it was 
capable of development. The subject will 
be thoroughly examined. There is great 
hope from the steamship business in the 
idea of reciprocity with South America. 
If carried out it promises a large develop­ 
ment to tbe industry and leads me to take 
a cheerful view of the future. I have 
found in the last year that the proposition 
has grown in favor with the northwestern 
members of Congress, and the outlook is 
for action in that direction, I believe.” 


8 H IP-B U ILD IN G . 


N ew E ngland T u rn s O nt M a n ; F irst- 
C lass V essels. 
B oston, December 25th.—The ship-build­ 
ing business of Massachusetts and Maine 
duriDg 1890 seems to confirm the state­ 
m ent made a year ago that the three and 
four-masted schooners had come to stay. 
Maine has launched since January 1st 
about 112 vessels of all descriptions. Bath 
contributed 
forty-four. 
The 
beautiful 
Sbenandoab, of 3,048 gross tonnage, spread­ 
ing 11,000 yards of canvas, takes the lead 
as a fnll-rigged ship, the largest wooden 
ship that floats under the American flag, 
and the Partha is not far behind with 
her 9,000 yards of canvas, together with 
the Rappahannock and St. Marv. both 
first-class ships, all of Bath, and also 
one bark and seven barkentines, including 
a four-master, the Steadfast, of Belfast, all 
vessels to be proud of. Yet about 80 per 
cent, of the m erchant fleet built in New 
England this year has been made up of 
fore-and-afters, m any of them handsome, 
swift and large carriers which can be run 
at a comparatively moderate expense, such 
as the Glenwood, 1,569 tons; Charles A. 
Campbell, 1,534 tons; George S. Walcott, 
1,476 tons, aDd Marjorie, 1,337 tons. 
Massachusetts furnishes a fair record for 
new tonnage this year.

Cases 
occurred where there is the fullest proof 
that threats of personal violence were used. 
It ,8 a remarkable and encouraging fact 
that in districts where tbe Deople were not 
Cue ced by priests, we polled ninety per 
cent, of votes. I wished to penetrate the 
district around Castle Comer, but was pre­ 
vented by fear of bloodshed. 
Scully is a strong Catholic, but he sees 
clearly that if tbe priests are permitted 
similarly to influence the coming elections 
Ireland will be lost. 
“The general election is not far distant,” 
said Parnell, “and I shall push forward 
preparations for it.” 
“ W hat view do you hold of thenrospects 
of the different parties?” 
To this question Parnell replied; "Should 
a dissolution occur soon, Gladstone will 
have little chance of returning to power.

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UNIFORM MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 
LAWS. 
The New York Commission to consider 
the question of uniformity of marriage 
and divorce laws has invited the Governors 
of all the States to appoint similar Com­ 
missions. For some three or four years the 
subject has been discussed with a new and 
developing interest. Indeed, some pro­ 
gress toward uniformity lias been made, 
but not anything near what must be at­ 
tained if there is to be established any 
practical reform upon this subject. That 
it is feasible the R ecord-U nion has held 
from the outset, but not upon the line of 
amendment to the Federal Constitution. 
On the contrary, whatever is achieved will 
be by legislative agreement between the 
several States. The reasons for this belief 
we have so frequently set forth that it is 
unnecessary to recapitulate them now. 1 
Besides, it will be for the Commissioners, ^ 
when in council, to determine what shall ! 
be the direction and character of methods. . 
Very recently the Department of Labor 
at Washington has ó led a voluminous re- ^ 
port upon the subject, and the American 
Bar Association has appointed a commit­ 
tee of distinguished lawyers to report 
upon the question. The reform that is to 
be, therefore, starts out in its preliminaries 
with high indorsement and official com­ 
mendation. 
The Chicago Journal holds that we will 
not be likely to secure the action of the 
States in establishing these uniform laws; 
it thinks that an amendment to the Fed­ 
eral Constitution is the proper beginning, 
out this is the expression of the minor 
number of journals. Many are frankly 
non-committal, and others prefer to leave 
the whole matter of remedy to the Council 
of Commissioneis, and devote journalistic 
energy to securing the appointments of 
the Commissioners. Upon this subject the 
Boston Journal has these sensible remarks: 
Messrs. Henry R- Beckman, Henry L. Snyder, 
and Irving Browne comprise the New York 
cimmission. They have been diligently at 
work for some months gathering statistics of 
the operation of the varying divorce laws of the 
country. They have not given much attention 
to the moral phases of the problem, but have 
reviewed it rather from the legai standpoint, 
estimating the statutes of each State by 
their results. Their aim is now to arouse pub­ 
lic interest in the need of new and uniform 
legislation, and they do not undervalue the 
formidable nature of their task. Here, in New 
England and the Middle States, public senti­ 
ment is generally ripe for the reforms desired, 
but in the South and West, unfortuuatelv, it is 
not so. And it is in just these regions—in the 
West particularly—that the necessity for a 
thorough overhauling of divorce laws is most 
urgent. Of the proposition to secure a uniform 
divorce law for the entire country through a 
conference in which all the States shall he rep­ 
resented, supplemented by concurrent action 
by the Legislatures of each State, it can be said 
that it is probably as feasible as an endeavor to 
secure such a law from Congress. 


of the patents, amount almost to a mo­ 
nopoly of the telephone business. WTe 
shall probably continue for a considerable 
time to pay rental for the telephone, and 
probably as heavy rental as at the present. 
But this cannot continue for a great many 
years. An invention that has become so 
essential a part of the business of the 
world cannot forever remain a monopoly 
in the hands of the few. The present ex­ 
actions are excessive, and if the companies 
are wise they will prolong tbeir advantage 
by such reduction in rates as will tend to 
satisfy the people for a long time with 
their monopolization of the telephone 
business. But such corporations are not 
always wise. The disposition of capital 
is to get all it can from present advantage. 
Now and then far-seeing directories act 
the wiser part and consider the future as 
an essential element in the conduct of the 
present. If the telephone monopolists 
are discreet they will briag their charges 
down to such a figure that vastly more 
people can avail themselves of the instru­ 
ment, and thus secure a stronger hold 
upon the telephone business for the exist­ 
ing corporations. 


How th e se partisan brethren do dwell 
together in unity.

T h e evidence of the oppression of the 
Jews in Russia is such that it cannot be 
ignored. It is positively proved that the 
race is subjected to cruelties that in this 
country would set all humane people into 
a ferment of indignation. On their part 
the Russians say it is necessary to cow the 
Jews, because they are so much “smarter” 
than the Russian peasant and middle 
class people that they always have them 
at a disadvantage of finances, wits and in­ 
telligence. That is to say, then, that the 
attempt cf Russia is to reverse the order of 
niture and plsce intelligence at a disad­ 
vantage in its competition with ignorance 
an I stupidity. The Russians in making 
filis excuse admit too much. 
No one can have noted the dispatches 
from day to day and the reports of pro­ 
ceedings in Congress and cut among finan­ 
cial seers and not have been impressed 
with the fa?! there is no intention on the 
part of the Republican leaders to have a 
free silver coinage bill passed. They have j 
not expressed their fears in words, exafcily, 
but they have manifested the Conviction 
that the party cannot become just now re­ 
sponsible for a measure that will bear with 
it such a weighty problem, and the solu­ 
tion of which the financial prophets have 
not yet worked out. 
Boulanger has received his quietus at 
last. The Chamber of Deputies has tabled 
his claim to a seat in that body from Mont 
Marte. One of his old lieutenants voted 
against him, stating that he did so be­ 
cause Boulanger is “dead to the country,” 
and that it is full time that his old fol­ 
lowers recognize the fact.

RTTRAL DECLINE. 
THE DADDY OF THH SHARKS. 
Professor Currier discusses the decline 
of rural New England, in the Popular 
Science Monthly for January. 
In most 
things he thinks in line with the closest 
and most impartial observers. 
The sub­ 
ject was taken up by the R ecord-1 xion 
some months ago, when there was less 
light upon it. Professor Currier says: 
Not only is the area of cultivated land de" 
creasing, but the laud-owners aie sensibly 
narrowing their tillage. The land is growing 
poorer, partly irom natural causts and partly 
fiom less careful working aud the marked de­ 
crease in the amount of live stock kept upon it. 
The fact is, farming does uot pay, especially if 
help must be hired to do a large part of the 
work. The farmer finds himselt the victim of 
all the evils of a protective tariff without its 
supposed benefits. The promised home market 
he has found to his cost, if not bis ruin, is a de­ 
lusion and a suare. If the manufacturing cen­ 
ters in his victnity have raised the price oi some 
of his products, they have advanced the cost of 
labor in a greater degree, and drawn to them­ 
selves the best brain and muscle from the 
farms. He is being heavily taxed for the bene­ 
fit of the whole list of these assistant industries 
that rob him of his working force, while the 
competitiou. intensified by labor saving ma­ 
chines suited to the large prairie farms of the 
West and stimulated by lavish gifts of land to 
settlers and subsidies to railroads, ruinously re­ 
duces the prices of bis products in his natural 
home market. He buys Western ilour and 
Western coru for his own eousumption at a 
cheaper rate than he can produce them with 
hired labor, and by reason of the long winter is 
unable to compete with the West or South in 
cattle raising for the Eastern market at his 
door. Confining his attention to the few crops 
that, from their bulk or perishable nature, are 
not subject to the destructive competition of the 
West, the ordinary farmer merely lives aud 
pays current expenses, while his less shrewd 
and careful neighbor falls behind each year, 
aud sooner or later will De sold out of house and 
home. 
We give Professor Currier’s views with­ 
out interruption to dispute any of them. 
He is entitled to a hearing. 
In the main 
he is sound in his statements, and will be 
antagonized only by the extreme partisan 
who is wedded to what is termed the 
policy of the McKinley bill, which leaves 
the farmer unprotected. 
T he duration of the telephone patents 
approaches completion. 
The Bell re­ 
ceiver patent expires with the close of the 
year, and the Edison transmitter in July 
next. There are patents on some im­ 
portant parts of the telephone that have 
some years to run, but it would seem that 
the expiration of the main patents should 
cheapen this invaluable agency for the 
transaction of business. W e have grave 
doubts, however, about that. The exist­ 
ing telephone corporations have their 
plants in all considerable towns, and enjov 
franchises the equals of which others can 
secure only under conditions that call for 
an enormous output of capital. Thus the 
disposition of all cities is to probibit the 
erection of overhead telephone wires. The 
underground conduits are vastly more 
costly than poles and supports for the 
wires. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
present companies, with their very elabo­ 
rate systems fully established, have an ad-

He Smashes a Boat and Hurls Two 
Fisherm en Head Over Heels. 
A correspondent of the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, writing from Key West, Fla., 
relates the following shark story: 
The shallow waters around this city is 
the home of millions, more or less, ot big 
man-eating sharks, and scarcely a day 
passes but what one or more are Killed 
from the wharves and in the shallow 
waters around the island. 
W. S. Wilson and Duke Dart, of the 
Naval Station, recently had a big experi­ 
ence with a fine specimen of the man-eat- 
¡D g variety that will last them lor several 
years, so they say. 
The other afternoon, while near the bar­ 
racks, they saw several huge specimens 
swimming in the shallow waters, their 
huge dorsel fins going in every direction. 
Arming themselves with a couple of heavy- 
bore rilles, they started out. After chasing 
the "daddy" of the gang around for seme 
time, they got close to him and planked 
two bullets from 44 Winchesters through 
his ugly body. The big shark leaped clear 
out ot the water on feeling the bullets, and 
came down with a swash, nearly upsetting 
their boat. To their surprise he then be­ 
came perfectly qniet, and as they thought 
they had secured a prize without much 
trouble, they hastily pulled up to him, put­ 
ting a rope round his body, started to tow 
him to shore. 
All at once the seemingly dead shark 
awoke to the ignominious fact that he was 
being towed hind-end first into land, and 
his objection was shown very strongly. 
With a dash of his big tail the end of the 
boat was knocked to pieces, and the two 
shark fishermen were burled head over 
heels aboQt ten feet into six feet of water, 
with scores of other sharks in very close 
proximity. The big shark started in a 
circle round the two wet fishermen, the 
rope trailing bsneath him still fast to some 
portions of the boat. The shark hunters, 
however, were not thoroughly cowed by 
their surroundings, but seizing hold of the 
rope, attempted to stop the shark. As 
Dart explained afterward, it was like stop­ 
ping a locomotive with 200 pounds of 
steam on. 
On feeling the weight on the rope, as 
they grasped it, the shark darted forward 
with lightning velocity; towing the two 
astonished hunters through the water at a 
P9ce that they did not relish. Bravely 
they held on for a hundred yards, and 
then, finding the pace too much ’ for them, 
they let go especially qnick, as the shark 
was heading out for deeper water. 
The big shark, finding himself partially 
free, again turned and came straight tor 
them with a tremendous plunge As he 
came up he turned over on' his back, 
opened h¡3 capacious mouth and made a 
dive for Wilson. 
The latter wr.s spy 
enough to elude him, springing high into 
the air as the shark neared him. By 
some mischance, as he dropped back, he 
fell a-s:raddle of the shark. Instinctively 
his hands caught the knot in the rope that 
was tied round the shark's body, and the 
big water tiger, greatly astonished at this 
turn of affairs, started off with all his 
might. 
Fortunately he wa3 so blinded by his 
terror and surprise that he did not know 
which way he was going, and. being headed 
toward the shore, he ran up on the sloping, 
gravelly beach, and in a second or two lay 
gasping almost oat of the water. As he 
struck the sand and glided up the incline 
he gave a vicious twist of his tail that 
s?nt his rider head over heels on to dry 
land. Dart then hastened oat of the water

Anent Baby’s Bottle. 
The wife of one of our most noted artists 
relates the following incident, which oc­ 
curred some years ago at a fashionable sum­ 
mer resort, says a writer in the Home Maher. 
There was at the hotel in which she was 
Summering a baby, the child of a feliow- 
boarder. It was wheeled honr by hour 
under the shady trees, its clothes, marvels 
of taste and beauty, and it3 little carriage, 
of finest workmanship, betokening the 
wealth which its parents possessed. It was 
the picture of comfort as it lay upon its 
downy pillows sucking milk through the 
tube of its bottle, the Dipple of which was 
constantly in its month. Mrs. B. noticed, 
however, that its mother never seemed to 
maintain any oversight of the said Dottle, 
which never looked thoroughly clean. 
Once suspicious of the true state of affairs, 
she could not rest in peace; the thought of 
the baby and its ever-present bottle became 
a perfect nightmare. She reasoned with 
herself that she might convince herself 
that the matter was none of her business, 
but her conscience would not be made to 
slumber. At last, with a courage bom or 
a righteous indignation, she took the bot­ 
tle to the baby’s mother. Removing the 
rubber tube, she slit it open from end to 
end with her penknife. She said later that 
she expected to find it ciogged with lop- 
pered milk, and hoped the sight would 
startle the woman into a realization of the 
wrong she was doing her child; but to her 
horror she found the whole tube alive with 
a mass of wriggling white worms. After 
this episode the baby’s bottle was undoubt­ 
edly invariably cleaned, but thereafter 
Mrs. B. was systematically cut by the 
mother to whom she had rendered so great 
a service. 
It is indispensable to the health of a 
yonng baby that it shall have sweet, fresh 
milk, and that it is never possible with 
imperfectly cleaned nursing bottles; and it 
is for this reason that those condncting 
milk through rubber tubes are very ob­ 
jectionable. The tubes of such are diffi­ 
cult to clean, and that process itself is at­ 
tended by danger; for one day, when try­ 
ing a new rubber nipple to see whether or 
not its suction was satisfactory, our baby’s 
nurse sacked into her mouth a bristle from 
the little brush with which she had just 
cleaned the tube. It is hard to tell what 
might have happened bEd the bristle gone 
into the baby’s mouth instead of tfie 
nurse's. 
Glass is porous, and if milk is allowed to 
sour in it, will, against almost any cleans­ 
ing, retain sour particles which will suffi’e 
to deteriorate rapidly the sweetest milk. 
The best method forxleaning nursing bot­ 
tles is, I have found.rihe free use of baking 
soda. The old fashioned bottle wi.h a nip­ 
ple securely fastened to its neck is the best 
and safest The nipple can. if desired, be 
turned inside cut, though ibis is scarcely 
necessary if, after having been carefully 
rinsed in cold water, some dry 3oda ¡3 put 
into it and made by slight pressure aud a 
forward and backward movement between 
the finger and thumb, to reach every cart 
of the interior surface, when a careful rins­ 
ing cannot fail to secure to the nipple per­ 
fectcleanliness. By means of a wire han­ 
dled bottle brush every part of the inside 
of the bottle can be reached. Soda, and 
especially fresh cold water, should not be 
spared in purifying it. 
Any mother following these directions 
will be amply repaid by the wholesome 
condition in which the milk will enter the 
very susceptible stomach of her little one.

MAINTAINING 1X8 REPUTATION AS 
A riSREPUTABLE HOLE. 


A Christmas Eve Orgie Results in a 
Bloody Affray—He Gets a Spe­ 
cial Dance License. 


Joe Welch occupies one of the cots in 
the Receiving Hospital, with his head so 
completely done up in a bandage that only 
his eyes, a portion of his nose, and half of 
his mouth are visible. 
He was brought to the police station 
about two o’clock yesterday morning, with 
the blood literally pouring out of a terrible 
wound in the left side cf his face. 
Peter Rossa's notorious dive on L street, 
between Third and Fourth, was where the 
decorative work was done. The weapon 
nsed was a razor, and the artist who 
wielded it was a bootblack named Billy 
Armstrong. Different stories are tcld as to 
who made the first assault, but all agree 
that the trouble started from a quarrel be­ 
tween the men abcut a comely Out dis­ 
reputable colored woman named Mabel 
Bryant. 
Armstrong and Welch—both of whom 
are white m en—were each, it appears, jeal­ 
ous of the other’s attentions to the girl, 
and when they met in Rossa’s saloon, early:

He Claimed That the Police Trampled 
On His Rights as a Citizen. 
Had it not been for the loose policy that 
prevails in this city of issuing licenses to 
nearly all sorts of disreputable persons who 
apply therefor, the affair above described 
would not probably have disgraced the 
Christmas Eve of even that low-down 
locality—the Barb&ry Coast of the Capital 
City. 
Rossa, as is well-known, runs one of the 
worst dens in the State. There are other 
dives in the city that occasionally make 
spasmodic efforts to rival it, but they sel­ 
dom succeed. The most digraceful scenes 
of rowdyism, debauchery and robbery areof 
frequent occurrence there, where the worst 
of tne criminal classes in the city nightly 
congregate. 
It is almost as much as a man s life is 
worth to venture beyond its portals, espe­ 
cially if he be a stranger and happens to 
have any money about him. The ex-con­ 
victs, prostitutes and local thieves and 
thugs that rendesvouz there are of the very 
worst and most desperate sort. They sel­ 
dom fall out among themselves, but are 
always on the lookout for easy victims. 
The usual disgraceful orgies that are en­ 
acted there did not quite come up to Ros­ 
sa’s idea of what an Lstreet Christmas Eve 
blow-out should be, so he appli-d for and 
obtained a special license to have dances 
in his den cn that and Christmas nigh’. 
After tbe Armstrong-Welch affray the 
police cffker3 on that beat put a stop to the 
Bacchanalian festivities, which materially 
lean ed the attraction at the Rcssa dive, 
whereat the hoidtr of the license waxed 
wroth. He put in an appearance at the 
police station last evening, in the absence 
of Chief Drew, and, flinrishing his two- 
night license, demanded to know if an 
American citizen was to be deprived of 
his rights in the high-handed manner 
manifested by tbe police He said he had 
paid for his license to have a Christmas 
Eve and Christmas night dance at his 
place; that bis musiciaus were ergiged and 
were there ready to go oa with their music, 
and that it was all important that he 
should know then and there whether or 
not he was to he allowed to resume the 
festivities.

Later in the evening Chief Drew was 
communicated with by telephone, and 
when asked in regard to the matter, re­ 
plied that he had concluded that, inasmuch 
as Rosta had been given a license to con­ 
duct a dance in his place last night, he had 
no right to prevent it so long as it was con­ 
ducted lawfully.

DOUBLING ITS CAPACITY. 
C. F. Huntington Enlarging His Practi­ 
cal Education schem e. 
Few of our citizens are aware that C. P. 
Huntington, President of the Southern 
Pacific Company, main tains a department of 
the Normal and Agricultural Institute at 
Old Point Comfort, Ya , which has about 
1,500 pupils. The only requirement is 
that the negroes shail be admitted to per­ 
fect equality with the whites, and also that 
any descendants of the Indian race shall 
have opportunities for education. Speak­ 
ing of this institution an exchange says: 
"The Huntington Normal and Agricult­ 
ural institu e, at Old Point Comfort, Va., 
which recently opened its thirty-third an­ 
nual session, is cow in much better con­ 
dition for carrying on the work of educat­ 
ing and Christianizing the negro and 
Indian race3. The National Government 
appropriates $20,000 to maintain 120 of the 
¡alter, while the colored students are sup­ 
ported by their own exertions, and the 
donations of Northern friends. In 1870, C. 
P. Huntington, President of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, established the Hunting­ 
ton Industrial Works there, which con­ 
sisted of a large steam saw and planing 
mill, where students could be taught dif­ 
ferent trades in woodwork, and the- manu­ 
facture of d tors, sashes, blinds, etc. On a 
recent visit to the institution he found 
that the plant was not large enough to 
accommodate tbe number of students anx­ 
ious to receive instruction, and he at once 
ordered that its capacity be doubled, which 
is now being done, at an expense of $25,000.” 
THE WEATHER. 
Sergeant Barnick Reports a Storm Gath­ 
ering Off the Northern Coast. 
The Signal Service temperature at 5 a . m . 
and 5 p. m . yesterday was 40° and 40°, 
while the highest and lowest temperature 
was 42° and 38°, with gentle northerly 
winds and fog the greater part of the day 
The barometer is again rising, the read 
ings at 5 a . m . and 5 p m . be’ng 3014 and 
30.23 inches, respectively.

INTO THE R1YER. 


AN INVALID WOMAN TAKES THE DES­ 
PERATE PLUNGE. 


Her Clothing K eep. Her Afloat Until 
Rescued—Long Sickness Was 
the Canse. 


About 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon per­ 
sons crossing the Yolo bridge were startled 
by the cry that a woman had jumped into 
the river. Among those who saw the 
woman make the desperate leap was 
George Fay, an employe at the railroad 
shops, who was walking on the bridge with 
his wife. He ran to the Yolo end of the 
bridge, and himself and Jesse Dolan, also 
a railroad employe, got into a row boat as 
quickly as poesible and pulled out into the 
stream after the woman, who was floating 
down .with the currtnt. Two other boats 
also put out. 
Before the boat manned by Fay and 
Dolan reached tbe woman she had floated 
down opposite the fretght-sheds, about 
midway between I and J streets, her cloth­ 
ing buoying her up. They secured her, 
got her into the boat and landed near the 
c:tv prison. The woman, who was almost 
dead from the effects of the shock she had 
received from contact with tbe ice-cold 
water, was carried into the police station 
as quickly as possible, where her wet gar­ 
m ent were removed by a fsmale trusty 
and warm blankets substituted therefor. 
Tbe City Physician was called, and he ad­ 
ministered restoratives to the patient, who 
soon fell into a quiet sleep. 
While this was being done, her husband, 
an elderly man named 8chwei!zer, reached 
the station, and from him a R ecord-U n io n 
reporter learned the following facts con­ 
cerning the woman’s attempt to drown her­ 
self:Mr. Schweitzer said he came here last 
Mav with bis wife and obtained work as a 
mechanic. His wife had been an invalid 
for several years, aud latterly she had occa­ 
sional bad spells, during which her mind 
appeared to be affected. A few months 
ago, while they were living on Third street, 
his wife imagined one night that people 
were after her to kill her, and one night 
declared that her enemies were in the 
house. To satisfy her he took his pistol 
and made a thorough inspection of the 
place. 
After that they changed their residence 
once or twice, and are now living on H 
street, between Sixth and Seventh. Some 
days since his wife began to feel quite bad 
again, and after lunch yesterday she ex­ 
pressed a desire to take a walk, and they 
set out to go across the river. In passing 
.China slough he noticed that his wife sev­ 
eral times approached the bank and he cau­ 
tioned her to keep away, not dreaming at 
the time that such a thing as self-destruc­ 
tion had entered her mind. 
They finally reached the railroad bridge 
and were crossing on the footwalk, when 
suddenly his wife crept under tbe railing, 
and before he could get bold of her, threw 
herself into the river, about twenty-five 
feet below. Not being a swimmer, all be 
could do was to give the alarm, and pres­ 
ently some boatmen put out from the Yolo 
side in pursuit of the floating form. 
Mr. Schwei'zsr is a Swiss, is entirely 
deaf, and speaks English so imperfectly 
that it was difficult to get a connected 
statement from him. 
About 5 o’clock Mrs. Schweitzer was seen 
by the reporter. 
She had awakened from 
her sleep, and was feeling comparatively 
well. She talked freely of the affair, and 
said that—in her then frame of mind—she 
could not understand how she did such a 
thing. 
‘ It is a crime and n sin.” she said, “for 
one to take her own life, and the Lord 
knows I wouldn’t take the life of even a 
chicken.” 
She said that for seven years she had 
been a sufferer, and was aware that at 
times she hardly knew what she was do­ 
ing. She preferred death to her physical 
sufferings, and lunged to be in heaven. 
Her husband, she said’was thebest man in 
the world, but he could do nothing to 
benefit her. She felt that she should be 
with her relatives and friends in Oakland, 
but his work kept him Here. She hoped 
she would never again give way to an im­ 
pulse to do herself harm. As nearly as she 
could tell, she was in the water about 
twenty minutes. "I wore a felt shawl,” she 
said, “and it was that that kept me afloat 
so iong." 
If she should be as well this morning as 
she was last evening, Mrs. Schweitzer will 
be removed to ner own home.

Many of the present residents of Sacra­ 
mento were here in 1852, when a great fire 
swept out of existence the greater portion 
of the city, and they will no doubt read 
with interest the following brief recital of 
incidents connected therewith. Colonel A. 
Andrews, of San Francisco—like many 
others of the prominent and wealthy men 
of that city—was then a resident of Sacra­ 
mento, and he thus relates bis experiences 
of that time through the columns of the 
Examiner: 
While everyone else is describing his 
first Christmas in California, I will pass 
over to what some peoDle would say was 
my worst Christmas in the State. This 
was in 1852, just after the great Sacra­ 
mento fire, and jast be’or? the great Sacra­ 
mento flood of 1853 
November 2, 1852, I was in Placerville, 
where I had gone into business. My part­ 
ner, Mr. Hiller, and I bad a large jswelry 
store in Sacramento. We were very proud 
of it and of oar success. Money came in 
by the carload and our credit, in the S ate 
was unlimited. As I left P.acerville on 
November 2d in tbe stage for Sacramento, 
I was filled with the confidence and bap’ 
piness that success gives to a man who has 
tried hard to earn it. I reached Sacramento 
the evening of November 2d, and af.er a 
mild dinner went to bed, weary with the 
d9y ’s ride. 
I thiuk it must have been about 11 
o'clock when I was awakeDed from a sound 
slumber by the sound of hurrying feet, of 
wild commotion, of shouts Irotn people in 
the street—and with it ell a frightful roar, 
as if the city had become a volcano sud­ 
denly. 
It was as bright as day. I rubbed my 
eyes and rushed to the window. It was hot 
with the scorching flames without. Hurry­ 
ing on my clothes, 1 dashed down stairs to 
the street. 
The fire had started in the millinery 
shop of Mrs. Milness, andaras rushing like 
a plague through the town. I rushed to 
the aid of the firemen, who were trying to 
stay its course. My partner and I helpei 
others to save their «Sects, and kept at 
work tiil all of a sudden the fire became 
thoroughly uncontrollable and swept away 
the town in an hour. Our own establish­ 
ment wen* so quickly that we could save 
nothing. This was the Overton Biock, 
then the largest and finest building in the 
State. 
We were penniless, with a $G0 000 debt 
in New York. The day following the fire, 
I left for San Francisco aDd bought $30.000 
worth of goods on credit, instant action 
was necessary, for I had a family on its 
way to California. 
I took my goods back to Sacramento, 
whete my partner and I established a store 
in the middle of the street. Lots of other 
people did the same thing, for the town 
was like a plain. You could not trace the 
old blocks and streets, I tried to find our 
old store, in the hope that the safe might 
be there, but it was like looking for a 
needie in a haystack. 
Among the first to begin building were 
Haggin & Tevis. They put up a block and 
rented us a store at $600 a month on a 
lease fjr four years. You couldn’t get $15 
a month for the same store now. 
I had bardly got started in the new 
quarters when my wife and family arrived 
trom the Erst. They came on tbe Tennes­ 
see, which, by the way, went ashore at 
tbe time on the Sausaiito shore and was 
lost.It Wes nearly Christmas when they got 
to Sacramento, and I resolved to make 
things as bright as possible by giving a 
grand Christmas dinner I had rented a 
little shanty from Page & Bacon, the bank­ 
ers, for $1 500 a year, and hired a servant at 
$80 per monta. 
The Christmas dinner was a wonder, so 
everybody said, and it cost time and 
money. I managed to buy two turkeys at 
$32 a piece. 1 found four chickens at $10 
each. Then I had potatoes and cabbage, 
and managed to get a dozen botttles of 
Mumm, which was the champagne drank 
in those days, al $10 a bottle. 
The guests were: 
John A. Collins, siuce dead; ex Mayor 
Hardenburg', who is dead; Sheriff David 
Hunt; William Neely Johnson; now dead; 
W m.Hoge.now the well-known capital­ 
ist; Colonel Hall and his daughter; ex-Gov­ 
ernor John B. Weller, now dead, aud other 
well-known people of the city. 
Our dessert was a crowning triumph, for 
I had secured some apples at five dollars 
apiece! 
Thi.< Christmas feast made a great talk at 
the time, and every one who hadn't b-.en 
there asked for invitations next year. 
The Haggin & Tevis building was almost 
completed We began to get our s’.o.k of 
goods in shape, aud Mr. A. A. Bennett, 
who died a week or two ago, was looking 
after the fixtures, etc All of a sudden the 
river began to rise, and presently swept 
down on the place till the water was even 
with the apper windows. Instead of look­ 
ing af.er fixtures, Mr. Bennett constructed 
a boat in our store and sailed out through 
the upper window. Then he started a regu­ 
lar fetry busine.-s, aod made as high as 
$75 a day in transporting people from one 
house-top to another. 
Taking one thing with another, Sacra­ 
mento had as hard a time to get started as 
any city I ever heard of. First, the cholera 
of 1851: second, the firaDf 1852; third, the 
flood of 1853. 
Somebody has tried to circulate rumors 
about the continued presence of a State 
Legislature there, but the statement is en­ 
tire:}- irrelevant and malicious. 
When the waters subsided nay partner 
and I resumed business. This meant that 
wi'bin twenty months we had paid off a 
debt of |90 000, aud had put up a building 
at the corner of Third and J streets that 
brought in a rcn’al in those days of $1 843 
a month.

A dreary December day draws near its 
close; w hirling snowflakes fall upon the 
frozen earth, covering it w ith a white, glit­ 
tering robe; across the heath the keen 
north wind is w histling 
shrilly.
